U is a failure, and that those who have in- | 

vested their money in it have thrown it away. 
Such assumptions are only worthy ol one 
whoso experience and judgment are yet to be 

aerpiired. 

'I'ha people of llii- eouDtry, if they wish to 
Bucceed, must m.ilio up iheir niindd that lliey 
can do whatever has been done elsewhere ; 
that uoiilier water, wood, nor rock shall be a 
bar to tbeit progress ; that not only can a 
road be raado by way of Buto Inlet and 
BeotiokArm, but also by a half dozen other 
opoiiings from the coast into the interior. 
They must make up llicir mind, tiint if Ilritiiii 
Columbia is lo be peopled, and its resourees 
developed, it must be everywhere ueeessible 
by good, or at leasL passable roads. This 
policy must bo kepi in view and followed out. 
Every support must be given to those who 
ate willing to labor for this object, and every 
attempt to discourago enterprises of this 
description, must be put down, no m.-itier 
what quarter it comes from. We want roads 
and must liave tlieni, whatever their cost. 
And the more we have of them the better. 
Wo already perceive the great benefits arisiug 
from the Central Wagon Road. We can 
witness tbe elTeoi of even the Bentinck Arm 
route in reducing the price of provisions in 
the mines. Cnmpotilion produces anil must 
continue lo produce tho samo eli'ect in lintifli 
Columbia as elsewhere. If ^ooda can bo 
sliipped Iroin Vicloria to tht mines by way of 
Bentinck Arm for forty-livo cents or less, 
and be sent in a reasonable time, cuniugo 
by the central route must also keep within 
that margin. If this change can be produced 
by one coast route, may we not reasonably 
expect a far greater and more (avorablo one 
when another and shorter one is compluted. 
This must bo done lo allow of mining to 
bo carried on successfully. Notwithstanding 
the great reduction iu the price of provisiou.s 
this year, there is still a wide margin left lor 
still further reduction. This, wo are informed 
by a mercantile man well capable of judging 
the. matter, and who writes from Cariboo, 
absolutely cannot take piaoe without tha as- 
sislanee of the coast routes. Henceforth there 
will be enough of business lo l;ee[i tlieui all 
occupied. Wo aro too apt, iiowever, to look 
upon the cast routes omy in the light ol ilieir 
affording coromunicalion with the mines. We 
,do not sufiiciently take into consideration 
how absolutely necessary ttiey are lot throw- 
ing open the vast interior for settleinenl. 
People come to t'.'O e iloiiy for the purpose 
of taking up tbcir resijeiice with the int«ntioii 
of making for tliemsi lves a lionie. They ask 
where uro our agricultural lands .' where they 
can obtain a slock rauch or a sheep run ? 
Tbe Uland perhaps docs not salisly tliem. 
The land is worth more than they weuld wish 
to give, or should they go farther bael; they i 
cannot obtain a largo eiiou;;!i tract lire from 
timber. Their alteritiuu is turned to tlie niaiii- 
land. 

Q'hey aro told that tnillior;.'! of acres well 
adapted for liray.i:;" purposes aro there 
awaiting the sell. or, but upon itiipiiry they 
find thai a large portion of this is as yet 
almost inaccessible except at great cost. No 
wonder, therefore, they feel discouraged, 
and that many of them who would prove 
valuable acqui.-iiious to ttieso cohiuics do 
not chose to inaki; the altempt at takuii; up 
land here, pref'ering lo u'O where they ihiidt 
they can do it with greater laeililies. Now 
this should not be. A large portion of 
British Columbia is exccedmgly well Oited 
to become a §ood grazing country. Wool 
growing, which is now becouiin; so profit- 
able a branch of industry, iniglit bo "lursuod 
there with advantage. Apart from the latti- 
tudi" there is n jireat re.=eniblance bct'.veeu it 
and Hpaiii, so famous for her sjilendid breed 
of merino sheep. Aod wore our ooiiutry onee 
opened up, wo bavo no doubt it would soon 
become a prominent piodacer of all kioka of 
the above valuable staple.

Too Bad ! — The projected plcasnro excur- 
sion by tho Kiilcrprise nuitc absorbed tlio 
atlention of the yood folks of Nanaimo la-^l 
week, aud cauijed a total eclipse of the com- 
ing election, (jreat arranj^einonts hail been 
made to give a suitable reception to the ex- 
cursionists. At noon on Saturday tlags were 
hoisted, and the inhabitant,'! all turned out in 
their " go to meeiiags" to welcome as they 
thought, a host of strange faces. Al five 
o'clock uneasiness and di-appointment were 
manifested in every eonntenani.'e, as the li;^lit- 
houso point was scanned in vain lof the ex- 
pected steamer. As darkness diew on, 
people came to the conclusion that they wer« 
sold, and dispersed to their homes sadly 
chagrinid. >'o one, perhajis, had greater 
cause to complain th..n .Monsieur, iho land- 
lord of the French Hotel, who not only 
decorated the Iniihling outside, but had pa- 
pered his rooms, purchased extra tables, 
taken Ids billiard table down to allord addi- 
tional aceoroioodation ; and what was more, 
cooked ever so Riany fowls, hums, and other 
viands for the comfort and accommodation of 
numerous hungry visitors— the whole o! 
which preparations could not have cost less 
than between S!2no and 9300. Poor Johnny 
Cranot consoled himself by gotting very txght 
on the slrength of his loss. 

A DisoiJACEFLi. Ql'aurei, — Yestordav in 
the Mayor's Court the adjourned case of 
Ullman vn. McClennan, in wliii-h eross-siini- 
monses had been issued by the parlies, who 
are neighbors residing on Johnson street, 
came up for rehearing before Ills Worship. 
Mr. Bishop for the complainant, and Mr. 
Dennes for the defendant. Several wiinesses 
were e.xaminod on both sides, and their evi- 
dence revealed a series of nuisances com- 
mitted by the parlies tor mutual annoyance, 
of a most filthy and disgusting nature, wholly 
unfit for ])ublication.

Hia Worship acconlin.^'ly said be would nut 
in that case enforce the security, but il they 
came before him again, he should inflict a 
fine of $100 or three mouths imprisonment.
